Crime Murder in the First 
Degree.

A Verdict Reached During the 
Noon Hour To-Day. 


Scenes in the Court-Room When the 
Decision Was Announced. 


The Prisoner Pale and Nervous, But Fre- 
senting a Bold Front—Prepared for the 
Result—Motion for a New Trial—Secrets 
of the Jury-Room—UHow Barnett Was 
Convinced by a Pack of Cards-—The 
Jurors Interviewed—Maxwell in Murder. 
er’s Row. 


Maxwell slept restfully last night. 

He left the court-room at 11:30 0’clock as 
chipper.and cheery as a bird that had just 
shaken itself free fromits bath, and went to 
his cell feeling that he had won at least a half- 
victory in sending the jury to bed before they 
could reach a verdict. 

I don’t know that he felt that way, either. 

If called upon to give an exact opinion of the 
prisoner and his actions last night while 
twelve men were discussing his fate behind 
the big doors twenty feet to the defendant’s 
right, measuring and weighing his sins and 
fitting the rope to his neck—it may have been 
in the room which is said to be haunted by the 
ghosts of Johnny Parker and his wife—Max- 
well teetesed and twirled in his chair, answer- 
ing the bid of everybody who claimed 
his attention, showing his white teeth 
when he laughed, shrugging his shoulders 
and inverting his palmsin gestures that meant 
either willful ignorance or blissful indifference 
in regard to the subject under discussion. He 
rolled cigarettes and smoked some of them, 
but gave the majority to those around him. He 
chaffed the newspaper men who satand gos- 
siped with him. He never once turned in the 
direction of the jury-room, and the clashing 
of doors and the movements of Deputy Sher- 
Us, which caused all other persons in the 
room to quickly curve their necks in the direo- 
tion of the noises seemed to have not the 
slightest effect upon him. No interruption of 
any kind caused him to trip in his speech, or to 
intermit the apparent good humor that filled 


his face. 

He was not nervous. ; 

The best indication of hjs frame of mind was 
presented in the conversation which he led 
and directed while the crowded court-room 
waited anxiously, and with almost hushed ex- 

for every faint sound that came 
aunted chamber. ‘ 

The subject of that conversation was Dick- 
ens’ humor as manifested in his various works, 
and the fact that Maxwell kept up acontinuous 
stream of really interesting and elegantly- 
worded speech that ranged from the f ro- 
voking pages of Pickwick to the gentle os 
of Little Nell’s death, showed that his mind 
was clear and unpagssessed at the moment by 
any other subject than that which he was dis- 
one 

Gentlemen crowded around him, took a look 
at him, and said he was a remarkable man. 

The fifty or sixty ladies in the court-room 
rested their chins in their hands and kept 
their fingers close pressed over their lips 
in that thoughtful, pitying attitude which 
women assume when theyare deeply inter- 
ested and their heart strings are on a strain. 

There was intensity—almost agony—on every 
side of the prisoner, and in all that tremblin 
andanxious crowd he alone was calm an 
self{- possessed. 

y, he is a remarkable man! 

is remarkability is of a negative character. 
It lies in the direction of his non-possession 
of certain faculties, which are necessary to the 
completely responsible man—the man who un- 
derstands and knows morality, and who has 
full appreciation of crime and its conse- 
quences. 

Maxwell does not seem to realize the woful 
position which he fillg—indeed he has never 
seemed to realize that he stands to-day ona 

estalof infamy which few men ofthis or 
any other age have attained to—that he is the 
cruellest murderer and the most miserable 
—_ that modern civilization is responsi- 
bie for. 

He looks upon this whole thing as a triumph 
of which his friends should be proud, and the 
chances are that ifhe were acquitted he would 

roceed at once to present himself to the pub- 
ic asa hero, and expect to be rewarded for 
his numerous sins, and particularly for the 
atrocious and coid-blooded assassination of 
his friend and benefactor. 

This is the kind of a man Maxwell is, and 
this is why he can sit laughing and chaffing in 
the court-room while other and less interested 
people’s nerves are at a tension.

FOREIGN ECHOES.

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THE GREAT PARLIAMENTARY BATTLE IN 
ENGLAND ON MONDAY. 


— . — — 


The Government Alleged to Be Securing 
Votes by Threats and Bribes—Mr. Labou- 
chere on the Situation—An Estimate of the 
Probable Vote—Queen Christina of Italy to 
Receive the Golden Rose—Foreign News. 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 
- Lonpon, June 5.—On the eve of the greatest 
battle in the English Parliamentary history of 
this century, all is uncertain. The 
oldest and most experienced 
frankly decline to commit themselves to 
any forecast. During the last two days I have 
talked with the whips of all parties, and with 
almost everybody who is actually 
working tor or against the bill. 
The man in the House of 
Commons who knows most about the situation 
is Mr. Laboucheré. He is the recognized om - 
cial go-between of the Irishmen, Liberals, Radi- 
cals and Government. I have just had & 
two hours’ talk with him. The whole Liberal 
organization in England focuses in 
him. Consequently the following sum- 
mary of the situation and pros- 
pects for the immediate future may 
be confidently trusted to represent the best in- 
formation attainable. First, as regards the 
state of the parties to-day, there are, I can 
state positively, 316 members who will 

VOTE ON BACH SIDE 
in the coming division of the Liberal dissi- 
dents, whose votes will decide the result. 


There are twenty-five who are open 
to change their minds at the 
last moment. Of those between six 


and ten have already been won over by agents 
ofthe Government. The way in which they 
have been secured is not specially creditable, 
because it has consisted partly of 
threats of the loss of seats and partly of un- 
disguised bribery in the shape of a promise 
of assistance at the coming election, of 
office in the next government, and 
even in several instances of immediate knight- 
hood. Even with all this, however, these 
six or eight are only won over condi- 
tionally, just as subscriptions are 
frequently made on condition that 
acertain total amount is subscribed. These 
men have promised to vote for the bill if the 
Whips assure them, before the division, that 
the bill will pass, otherwise they 
naturally prefer, if there is a dissolution, to 
have on their side the advantage of what lit- 
tle prmeiple they possess. This will 
doubtless sound like a harsh verdict, 
but the shiftless, invertebrate, not to say 
underhand conduct of many of these diss!- 
dents during the last few days has been too 
much for any one’s patience. Mr. Labouchere 
assured me he could name one man who had 
CHANGED HIS MIND DEFINITELY SIX TIMES. 
Mr. Labouchere described these twenty-five

at this moment I cannot do better than sim- 
ply say that the people w are 
in position to know best about 
the result are betting five to four against 
the passage on the second reading.

[If the bill 
passes, of course, the relief to staunch 
Liberals throughout the country will be enor- 
mous. Lord Hartington, Mr. Goschen and the 
Whigs will have received an important re- 
buff.

But the Liberal’s chief chance will be 
an appeal to the country while every one’s in- 
dignation at Mr. Giladstone’s defeat is 
piping hot, rather than let ie cool down, and

MONOPOLY VS. MONOPOLY. 


Councilman Devoy Testifies Concerning the 
Transfer Bill—The Track Fight. 


The Transfer Railway Company’s contro- 
versy with the Iron Mountain Railway Com- 
pany will occupy Judge Barclay’s attention 
for several days. As stated in yesterday’s 
Post-DIsPaATCH, the Court took up 
that branch of the litigation which 
relates to the proceeding of the 


Iron Mountain Company to enjoin and restrain 
the Transfer Railway Company from seeking 
the appointment of commissioners, under the 
condemnation act, to assess damages for the 
cross of the Iron Mountain tracks 
south of Plum street. The Gould repre- 
sentatives are endeavorin to show 
that the real party in interest is the Wiggins 
2 Company, and if ney can establish that 
it be contended that the Ferry Company 
has no rights on this side of the river, such as 
contemplated in the r of the 
Transfer Railway Company. In a sentence, 
the fightis narrowed down to a contest in 
court between two monopolies, one operating 
on the east side of the river and the other on 
the west, and the bone of contention is the 
switching and transfer business. 

Henry L. Clark, secretary and treasurer of 
the W ns Ferry Company ve his testi- 
mony. e said that John Scuilin is the presi- 
dent of the company, F. L. Ridgeley, Jr. vice- 
president and H. gen- 
eral manager. > Be is a 
stockholder. Miles Sells is not a stockholder; 
John P. Keiser is not, neither is Henry Over- 
stolz. de Figueredo is the Secretary of the 
Transfer Oompany, and the Wiggins Ferry 
Company had made neighborly loans to the 
Transfer Company from time to time. The 

ns Ferry Company owned $125,000 of the 
Transfer Railway Company's stock. It stands 
inthe name of uel O. Olubb to the use of 
the Wiggins Ferry Company. The Transfer 
Railwa mpany’s capital stock was $200,000 
in the t instance and it is now $300,000. 

Councilman Devoy was called to show that 
the Wiggins Ferry Company were the fathers 
of the fer Railway Company's bill. The 
ordinance was handed to him by Capt. Clubb, 
suggested as the names of the 
incorporators, Mareus A. Wolff, Miles 
Sells and Alex Hamilton. There was some 
opposition on the part of the Madison ferry 
people, and then Capt. Clubb gave the names 
of John P. Keiser and Rufus J. Lackland.

THE “IRON CAP.” 


CRUEL TREATMENT INFLICTED ON AN OB- 
STREPEROUS FEMALE PRISONER. 


A Relic of Barbarism Ketained in the Syra- 
cuse Prison—The Tron Cap” Put on Lizzie 
Jackson—Her Suit for Damages Against 
Ambrose Sadler, Former Superintendent 
of the County Penitentiary. — 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTca. 

Nuw Tonk, June 5.—The Iron Cap! is an 
strument of torture which has long since 
been done away with in most prisons, few 
persons, in fact, know just what sort of a ma- 
chine itis. In Sing Sing and Auburn it has 
not been known for years, and not a keeper 
could be found in Blackwell’s Island who had 
ever seen one. The cap consists of a helmet 
which goes over the head and fastens about 
the neck with 4 heavy iron 
band. This rests upon the shonl- 
ders of the victim who is doomed to wear 


it. The upper part consists of bars of hoop 
iron about half an inch in width so woven to- 
gether as to leave little checker-board aper- 
tures. The weight ot the mask is about six 

unds. If Mickey“ Welch should get a 
eaden base ball and use a cannon to pitch it 
the iron mask would be just the sort of mask 
the catcher would feel safe in. In the civil- 
ized city of Syracuse, which has a population 
of 55,000, and is on the line of at least three 
railroads, this relict of barbarism is still in 
use, or at any rate was up to arecent date. Not 
only was it placed upon the shoulders of men, 
but women were eto wear it as well. The 
fact might have remained a secret within 
the prison walls had not Lizzie Jackson, the 
youkes woman who was lately released from 

© county penitenti at Syracuse, brought 
es from Ambrose 
Sadler, the former superintendent, for com- 

elling her to wear the cap and subjecting her 
other tortures. The daily newspapers of 
r have taken 5 the matter. In an 
alidavit accompanying her complaint Lizzie 
alleges that while an inmate of the Onondaga 
County Penitentiary in February, 1685, she 
was in poor health and suffering severe pains 
from neuralgia. - 

Up to this time, she continues, 1 
dad en working cheerfully in the bolt 
department, but my troubles left me unfit 
for such laborious occupation. No regard was 
paid to my condition, and I was violently 
forced to wear the iron 
ten days. I was confined 1 
dungeon which w only occasioally 
lighted. It was with@ut fire, bed, chairs or 
furniture of any kind, and when I wished to 
lie down, there was nothing but the bare floor 
of clay or sand for me to rest on. Fortwo 
are my hands were shackled behind me with 
achain, and I was fastened to the dungeon 
door in such a position that I was unable to 
sitor lle down. Once when I refused to go in- 
er Ag dungeon I was thrown violently down 
Stairs. 

The complaint further alleges that owing to 
this treatment she contracted diseases, from 
which she is still suffering, and which have 
rendered her unable to work, besides putting 
her to considerable expense for medical treat- 
ment, It is said that positive testimony as to 
her illness while at the Penitentiary has been 
obtained from the physician in charge. 

THE STATEMENT OF A CONVICT 
relative to treatment while imprisoned Is nat- 
urally listened to with more or less incre- 
duality, but in this case a greater part of it, and 
particularly the portion relating to the iron 
cap, is corroborated by the person inst 
whom the complaint is made. In an inter- 
view with a Syracuse Herald reporter, ex- 
Superintendent Sadler is reported to have 
said: ‘‘At the time referred to, Lizzie Jackson 
was complaining of toothache and I allowed 
her to go into the sick ward to see what would 
be developed. After two or three days the 
matron reported that Lizzie and two others 
were continually b ing the rules. Ad- 
monition bad no effect, sol ordered that the 
cap should be put on herand her two com- 
panions, and that they be sent to work. Lis- 
zie declared that if the cap was put on her 
she would not do a stroke of work if she had 
to die forit. This defiance in the presence of 
the other prisoners was too muchto let pass, 
I thought, so I ordered that she should 
be similarly treated. She then refused to 
go to the shop, and her foul 
epithets were the worst Jever heard. Per- 
suasion was of no avail and I ordered her into 
the dungeon. The rules of the institution 
allow only bread and water to be given to 
such culprits, but in her case milk was sub- 
stituted. When these rations were given to 
her she would kick them through the bars. 
The doctor was instructed to look after her, 
and the inspector’s attention was called to the 
case. They approved of my courseand said 
that there was no alternative until she suc- 
cumbed. After the ninth or tenth day, I 
argued with her, but still found her obstinate 
and then I resolved on bringing the matter to 
a speedy issue. [had her shackled and fast- 
ened in an upright position to the door of the 
dungeon. She wore the cap during all of this 
period. The last puniishment was put into 
operation after breakfast 
tinved until 8 
evening. This 
At the end of the second day she yielded. The 
next morning she reported for the cap and 
went to work, but er an hour I recalled 


she was one of the most amiable girls in the 
institution, and, in consequence, one year of 
her sentence was taken off.’’ 

Warden Pillsbury of the penitentiary in 
Blackwell’s Island expressed a good deal of 
surprise when he read the story. ‘‘I can re- 
member, he said, when the iron caps used 
to be worn in Sing Sing and Auburn, but 1 
thought they had been abolishned eve here 
by this time. In all my experience never 
heard of a female prisoner being forced to 
wear one, and I certainly should never toler- 
ate if. They used to be placed on men who 
would refuse to work, and they would be ex- 
posed in the shop with them on. But they 
generally gave in within an hour or two and 
then the cap came off. 

„What is the severest punishment inflicted 
on the Island here?“ 

In extreme cases we lock prisoners up in a 
dark cell and keep them on bread and water, 
but we seldom have occasion to do this, and 
whenever a man says he is sorry and is willing 
to give in, he can come out. Our common 

punishment is to deprive prisoners of the 
privilege of receiving letters and visits from 
their friends. For fighting with one another 
the men are often stood up in a corner of the 
dining-room while the others are eating sup- 

r, and are later sent off to their cells for the 
14 on empty stomachs.’’ 

R. Wells, a former warden of the Auburn 
State Prison, was + ag paying Warden 
Pillsbury a visit. r. Wells also said that 
he had never seen a woman forced to 
wear the iron cap,and that a man would 
always ‘‘squeal’’ after wearing one for two or 
three hours. ‘‘I suppposed they were things 
of the past, he added. Most prison 
officials have come to the conclusion that it 
doesn’t pay to be brutal with their men. For 
my own part, I have found that most men are 
like school boys, and you can manage them in 
a prison in pretty much the same thata well! 
ny school is managed.’’

» |@OTHAM BILL'S UNKNOWN 


HE PROVES TO BE.A PAIR OF TWIN BROTH- 
_ERS WHO DO UP A NEVADA “PUG.” 


Baldock the Bull, an Old-Time Pet of Pioche, 
Nevada, Has a Fresh Man Rung In on 
Him in the Middle of a Fight—The Mill in 
the Scaramouch Variety Theater—A Min- 

_ en's Story. : 
Special Correspondence of the Post-D1IsPaTcH. 

PHITADELPHIA, June 3.—I met a rich old 
miner of a sporting turn of mind, the other 
night, and was much interested In some of his 
experiences. Said he: Ten years ago you 
couldn’t have found a livelier place in Nevada 
than Pioche. It was atypical mining town, 
and, as money was abundant, sport was 
plenty, you bet. Among those who landed 
there when the tide of prosperity was highest 
was an English fighter named Baldock, but 
who was more generally known as The Bull, 
both on account of bis nationality and the 


habit he had when fighting of rushing in on 
his man head down like the animal 
he was nicknamed after, He stood about 
five feet eight inches high, was very 
sturdily built and weighed, when in anything 
like condition. about one hundred and seventy 
pounds. He wasn't a very scjentific fighter by 
any manner of means, but he had great 
strength and hitting powers and was as game 
asapebble. He was a ‘‘dead lush’’ forall 
that, and when not engaged in preparing fora 
fight was never happy unless he had his hide 
fullof red liquor. Theré were a number of 
men in Pioche who thought they were quite 
handy with their fists until The Bull“ ar- 
rived there, but he rapidly, convinced all of 
them who had the temerity to tackle him that 
they were mistaken. All the contests were 
public exhibitions, and were fought with 
naked fists on the stage of The Scaramouch,’’ 
a variety theater, greatly to the delight of us 
miners and tothe profit of its manager and 
The Bull.“ 

The latter soon became the pugilistic cham- 
pion of the town, andasno onein it would 
face him he had to invite competition from 
other places. This he did by means of a chal- 
lenge to any one in the Territory to meet him 
for a large stake. There was no reply for a 


week or two, and then Gotham Bill,’’ a well- 
known gambler who had been out of town for 
several days, quietly walked into The Blaz- 
ing Stump’’ Saloon, where ‘‘The Bull's’’ de- 
posit was up, and covered it on behalf of an 
‘‘unknown.’’ He was very reticent as to who 
his man was, but deciared that though he was 
as tall as The Bull,“ he would not weigh as 
much as he by ten pounds. 

‘‘l atn’t a saying as he kin lick ‘The Bull, 
he explained, an I’m making the match 
mainly for the interest of the town. Luck’s 
bin pooty good with me of late, an’ a thousand 
more or less won't make much difference to 
me a hundred years hence. Wot you’ll have 
to drink, boys?“ 

As Bill was known to be quite liberal with his 
winnings, this story ‘‘went,’’ and all present 
‘ ee and hoped that the best man might 
win. 

As might be supposed the match created 
considerable excitement. 

THE ‘‘UNKNOWN’’ 
did not show up until the afternoon ofthe 
fight and then it was learned that he had rode 
into town after midnight and had been at 
once putto bedin Bill’s own quarters. The 
miners all stuck by The Bull’’ and offered to 
bet any amount of money on him. None but 
a few gamblers were willing to back the ‘‘Un- 
known,’’ and they asked for heavy odds. By 
sun-down fully $20,000 had been posted on the 
Englishman at four to oné and you thought a 
man was doing you a favor in betting with 
you. The fight was the last thing on the pro- 
gramme of the evening and the tariff ot admis- 
sion was fixed at a head. Even at this 
figure the house was packed. Fully $20,000 
was staked on the result before the stage man- 
ager announced that the men were all ready 
and had agreed on Jack Jerolomayn as the 
referee. moment later the men stepped on 
the stage and amid the plaudits of the au- 
dience were presented to it. The ‘‘Bull’’ was 
high in fles and it was evident that he 
thought he had a sure thing. The Un- 
known’’ was about 22 years old and was quite 
a likely looking young fellow. After the arti- 
cles ot agreement—which were very brief— 
had been read, the men shook hands and took 
the chairs. A moment later time was called 
and they 
TOED THE SCRATCH. 

Hardly had they putthemselves in position 
before The Bull“ ducked his head and drove 
At his man. Tothe suprise of all Ihe In- 
known’’ stepped away to one side and 
smashed his opponent 1 on the ear, tum- 
bling him over on his side and 9 rolling 
him into the orchestra. The boys could hardly 
believe their eyes. For a second they almost 
stopped breathing, and then they gave such a 
yelithat it shook the rafters. The Bull“ 
was dleeding when he faced the scratch for the 
second round, but he looked awfully ricious. 
He went at his agile Opponent as though he 
would annihilate him instanter, but 
he could not get on to him with 
full force. The ‘‘Unknown’’ banged 
him on the nose and eyes until he 
bled like a stuck pig though he was generally 
forced down by the superior strengta of the 
bovine champion. In this way they fought 
some ten rounds and then it began to look as 
though ‘‘The Bull’s’’ strength was telling on 
his antagonist who was getting tired as much 
from his own exertions as from any punish- 
ment he had received, for though his dress 
was dirty and soiled it was trom the dust of 
the stage and the blood of his opponent.
